The day was the 7th of September; the year 1964; the occasion, the first day of high 
school.

The following class officers were elected: Anthony Reczek, President; Lonna Smith, 
Vice-president; Sharon Bartlett, Secretary; and Thomas Blicharz, Treasurer, 

Several boys represented our class on the Junior Varsity basketball team. 

Exams came and went before we knew it. Our sophomore year seemed to pass twice 
as fast as our freshmen year. Our vacation, here, and school ended, we decided to 
enjoy the summer and rest up for our junior year. 

After a much enjoyed summer vacation, we entered W. R.H. S- as "upper classmen. " 

Several new teachers joined the staff. Miss Maida Townsend, Mr. Russell Shappy, 
also our Varsity basketball coach, Mr. Thomas Daley, also our Junior Varsity coach, 
and Mr. Walter Kane.
